While Wallace and his friends 
were aboard the USS San Francisco, 
Admiral Raymond Spruance, Task 
Force 58 commander, took his fleet 
across the Pacific Ocean and 
maneuyered close to the Japanese 
home islands. 


“FROM CARRIERS in Task 
Force 58, the admiral sent a thou- 
sand planes to hit Tokyo,” Wallace 
said. “We were the first task force to 
do this!” he added. 

Joe Wallace spent three years in 
the South Pacific from 1942 until 
1945, mostly out at sea where fuel 
and supplies were taken on board 
from supply ships. 

He did visit Sydney, Australia, and 
got near a couple of other places, but 
these breaks in the action were very 
infrequent. 

MOST TIMES the crewmembers 
were nol allowed fo go‘ashore, even 
if they were close to a small harbor, 
due to the fanatic Japanese snipers 
holed up in caves, such.as on Cor- 
regidor, Joe recalls. 

He returned to the United States in 
October 1945 and was eventually 
discharged from the Navy. 

Prior to joining the Press-Record 
staff 26 years ago, Wallace worked 
at the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

He is a member of Ainad Shrine 
Temple and an active participant in 
the Shrine’s Oriental Band. He also 
holds membership in Triple Masonic 
Lodge 835, Scottish Rite Bodies, 
Niedringhaus United Methodist 
Church and St. Louis Typographical

Strengthening care and services’ 
for Illinois foster children is the goal 
of a Statewide Foster Care Advisory 
Committee announced late last week 
by Director Gordon Johnson of the 
Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services. 

Johyson said 15 veteran foster 
parents from throughout the state 
will serve on the committee. In addi- 
tion, he announced seven other 
members representing citizens’ in- 
terest groups, professional and com- 
munity organizations. 

“Foster parents are the hardest 
working, most dedicated allies we 
have,” Johnson said. ‘They don’t 
get nights and weekends 
off—they’re on duty 24 hours a day. 
Through this committee, foster 
parents will now have a state level 
voice in the programs and issus 
which vitally affect them and the 
children they care for. I can’t,think 
of a more expert or compassionate 
voice.”” $ 

There currently are 7,821 children 
under DCFS custody or guardian- 
ship placed in licensed foster family 
homes, About half of the homes are 


ster care. 


under direct supervision of DCFS; 
the other half are. supervised by 
private agencies. 

About 3,600 additional children 
who have been removed from. the 
home of their parents are being 
cared for in relatives’ homes ap- 
proved by the department. 

Johnson said input would be 
sought from all these families in 
development of policies and pro- 
cedures to strengthen foster care in 
Illinois. 

Johnson: said the committee will 
meet at least quarterly to discuss 
such topics as training, discipline, 
dealing with abused children and 
other issues suggested to committee 
members by local foster parents. 

Dr. Rolando de la Torre, a child 
psychiatrist in Lake Forest, is thé 
committee chairman. Nancy Peter- 
son, a foster parent from Brimfield, 
is vice-chairperson. All members 
were appointed by Johnson and will 
serve without pay.

Educational grants at 
record levels this year 


Recent press coverage regarding 
proposed federal financial aid cut- 
backs should not throw parents and 
students into‘a panic. ‘‘We have had 
a lot of calls from people concerned 
about the proposed cuts,"’ stated Bob 
Clement, Llinois State Scholarship 
Commission (ISSC) spokesperson. 

These concerns stem from confu- 
sion’ about the effective date of the 
proposed cuts. Clement says two 
very” important points must be 
understood. First, the cuts are pro- 
posed — no action has been taken by 
Congress. Second, the cuts, if they 
are approved, would not be effective 
until the 1986-87 school year. 

“Things are looking up for this 
fall,’’ Clement states. Even with the 
proposed reduction in federal Pell 
Grant monies, more Pell dollars 
than ever will be flowing into Illinois 
for the 1985-86 school year. On the 
state level, Governor Thompson has 
recommended an increase in the 
ISSC Monetary Award Program 
(MAP) maximum awad from $2,400 

*to $2,850, the largest one-year in- 
crease for the maximum ‘awards. 
The recommended allocation for the 
MAP also takes into account possi- 
ble tuition and fee increases at 
public institutions. The_ Illinois 
Guaranteed Student Loan Program 
(IGLP) is still available to help 
students, including students from 
families with incomes over $30,000. 
in fact, one-third of GSL borrowers 
last year came from families in that 
income category. 

A new financial aid program, the 
Merit Recognition Scholarship 
(MRS), was established by the Il- 
linois Legislature during the 1984 fall 
session and awaits legislative fun- 
ding this spring. Effective this fall, 
the program recognizes students 
who graduate in the top five percent 
of their high school graduating 
class. A $500 award would be made 
for the student’s first year in college. 
If the student maintains an 
established grade point average his 


or her first year in college, the 
scholarship would be renewable for 
a second year. Current high school 
seniors are eligible. 

“People should not panic for. the 
1985-86 school year,’’ stated Cle- 
ment. The real concern is for the 
1986-87 | school year’s, funding. 
“Parents and students should keep a 
close eye on the media reports and 
express their concerns|to their con- 
gressional representatives,” Cle- 
ment stated. For the 1985-86 school 
year, the advice is apply early and 
follow directions carefully.

after a review of a line-item budget, 
the board will approve the actual 
budget next month. 

According to the tentative budget, 
MESD officials anticipate revenues 
of $2,181,091 in the general fund this 
year. Of that, $2,166,000 is budgeted 
for administration, project, 
engineering, general maintenance, 
miscellaneous and contignecy costs. 
Those figures result in a $15,091 
surplus in the general fund. 

LAST YEAR, ,:$2,707,110. was 
budgeted for the general fund. An- 
ticipated ‘administration costs are 


higher for 1985 at $300,000, while the’ 


1984 budget allowed $227,120 for ad- 
ministration costs. 

But the amount budgeted this year 
for project costs is substantially 
lower than last year. In 1984, 
$1,692,490 was budgeted for, project 
costs, while only $700,000 is budgeted 
this year. 

Anticipated costs for general 
maintenance decreased by $353,500 
this year, while. anticipated 
engineering costs rose by $5,000.

Tax Counseling for the Elderly

He illustrates his point by referr- 
ing to past electric bills from Union 
Electric (UE)? Last year, MESD 
paid $73,631 to UE for electricity. In 
1983, the sanitary district paid 
$293,836 to the utility company. 

The reduction in the UE electric 
bill, Greathouse contends, is due to 
the services of a consultant who ad- 
vised MESD officials on methods of 
reducing utility bills’ One such 
method is to avoid operating the 
district's pump stations at peak de- 
mand. 

THE CONSULTANT told MESD 
officials that if they turned off the 
pumps before reaching peak de- 
mand, the district’s electric rates 
would be lower. Since peak demand 
runs in 15-minute cycles, workers at 
the pump stations have been advised 
to operate the pumps for under 15 
minutes, then shut off the pumps and 
wait for a period of time before turn- 


ing them on again. 

Another cost-cutting measure was 
the elimination of an in-house 
engineering staff. Greathouse said 
that the board has reduced exper 
ditures for engineering costs from 
$140,000 “‘about five or six years 
ago” to the current $30,000 through 
the use of consulting engineers. 

Other budget items call for an- 
ticipated revenues of $130,868 for the 
Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund 
(IMRF). But MESD officials expect 
to spend $140,000, leaving a deficit of 
$9,132. In 1984, $144,000 was budgeted 
for IMRF. 

A TOTAL OF $22,000 is budgeted 
for the auditing fund this year, while 
$20,000 was budgeted last year, The 
liability fund calls for expenditures 
$145,000, with anticipated revenues 
of $194,919. Last year, $272,000: was 
budgeted for liabilities. " 

Finally, the 1985 tentative budget 
calls for $326,831 in emergency ser-. 
vice and disaster operations! The 
district budgeted $300,000 for those 
costs last year.

The Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion has raised the salary of 
Superintendent of Schools Frank L. 
Kraus, retroactive to July 1, 1984, 
when Kraus took the superinten- 


dent’s position after the dismissal of - 


former Superintendent B.J. Davis. 
Meanwhile, Board President Kelly 
Hogan told the Press-Record that 
the field of candidates for school 
superintendent has been narrowed 


to five, following the withdrawal of 


one of the candidates. 


WITH LITTLE discussion Tues- 
day night, the board raised Kraus’ 
annual salary from $42,919 to 
$47,151, retroactive to July 1, 1984. 
The total raise, including benefits, 
amounted to $4,600. 4 

The board indicated that the in- 
crease was based on Kraus’ increas- 
ed responsibilities since being pro- 
moted from assistant superinten- 
dent to superintendent. 

Kraus, a Granite City school 
employee for 30 years and a past 
assistant superintendent for 17 
years, plans to serve as superinten- 
dent through June 30, when he will 
retire from the school system. 


UPON KRAUS’ retirement, a new 
superintendent is to take over his 
duties on July 1. Candidate inter- 
views began last weekend and will 
continue through Saturday, when 
the board of education will talk with 
the last two of the five candidates. 

A three-member Illinois Associa- 
tion of School Boards search com- 
mittee trimmed the original list of 28 
applicants to six candidates, but one 
of the candidates withdrew from the 
running this week. 

Hogan says the board of education 


plans to narrow the current field to 
one or two: persons, probably late 
this month or early next month. The 
board then, may visit the ‘ity or 
cities in which the candidate or can- 
didates resides and talk with local 
residents and officials. 


THE BOARD, Hogan says, hopes 
to make a decision on the new super- 
intendent by March 12, a date set by 
an earlier timetable. However, 
Hogan admits that plans to visit the 
candidates’ city or cities may set the 
decision date back. 

In other personnel matters Tues- 
day night, the board accepted with 
regrets the early retirement of Gor- 
don L, Galbreath, a welding instruc- 
tor in the high school.

to the Illinois Attorney General’s of- - 


fice for someone to replace Bruce 
Locher, the special prosecutor in the 
probe of county, assessment prac- 
tices. . 

Allen said he wants Locher replac- 
ed because he is charging the county 
too much for his services. Locher, a 
Springfield attorney, has been 
special prosecutor sinceMay. . 

Allen said after defeating Don 
Weber in the Nov. 6 election that he 
would! riot seek Locher’s removal 
from the case. i | 

Locher led the grand jury in- 
vestigations in ]ast year that even- 
tually led to a 46-count indictinent 
against. former supervisor of 
assessments James Barton and five 
others. ‘ 

Allemsaid he had urged Locher to 
take the case to trial as soon as 
possible to cut down on expenses. 
However, the trial has been delayed 
indefinitely: because both Locher 
and attorneys for the defendants 
have filed numerous motions related 
to the case. lis’ 

“The whole thing could cost us 
about $200,000 before it’s over with 
at this rate,” Allen told a reporter. 
“The whole problem is with 
Locher’s bills. The good thing about 
the attorney general’s office is 
they'd only charge you for room and 
board.” 

Allen said Locher charges $75 per 
hour, the rate set in May by Adams. 
County. Circuit Judge Dennis 
Cashman when Locher was named 
special prosecutor. | 


Locher also charges that rate for 
the time it takes to drive to-the cour- 
thouse from Springfield and return 
each evening, Allen said. 

“T mean, really ... from the minute 
he’s in his car until he gets back,” 
Allen said. ‘‘We need to save some 
money. If wé don’t do this, we'll 
have to. lay people off and cut 
salaries.” 

Locher has been paid approx- 
imately $40,000 by the county so for, 
Allen said. | 

Locher recently filed a} motion in 
circuit court charging that neither 
Allen nor Chief Circuit Judge A. A. 
Matoesian have authorized the pay- 
ment of another $9,868 for his work 
in November and December. 

Matoesian said he stopped-approv- 
ing the bills after Weber was 
defeated. He said Allen is not a party 
to Weber’s policy that Locher be 
paid from ‘the state's |attorney’s 
budget. 

Allen said he does not want to get 
involved in the prosecution of Barton 
and the five other defendants. 

Allen. also said the attorney 
general’s office will soon study the 
county’s 
whether or not to intervene. 

Locher told reporters he was not 
aware of the county’s application to 
the attorney general’s office. But 
said he was not surprised,

It is} well 
known to cooks in the Mediterranean 
areas at least-1,200 years ago, and 
recipes specify it for salads, cheese, 
and egg dishes, with all kinds of 
meat, and rice.

She also mentioned that as Italian 
cooks haye long known, the herb, 
Oregano is delicious with tomatoes 
and pasta. Puerto Ricans use 
Oreganeltp a basic cooking sauce for 
vegetables. It is used in many corn 
dishes, and stated that Oregano and 
chili peppers combined create/ the 


forerunner of chili powder, she said. 

Mrs. Charles Gandorla gave the 
study on the many herbs that are us- 
ed for teas. She mentioned that at 
one time, every house had a herb 
garden, and every housewife knew 
which herbs to use to cure a cough, 
fever, or cold. Usually, herbs were 
mixed to an infusion, a sweet hot tea: 

People throughout the world still 
use herbs as medicine. The 
alternates-aspirin, penicillin, the an- 
tihistamines and vitamins, have on- 
ly been used widely since the late. 
1920’s. Of the many herbs that can be 
used for teas, most notable are 
mints, the lemon flavored herbs and 
chamomile. 

Mints are sometimes called .the 
candy herbs because of their pleas- 
ing flavors. Mint teas are 
refreshing, mildly stimulating, and 
stomach-calming. , They| are — fine 
before or after dinner, and éspecial- 
ly as a night cap. Lemon nd mint 
flavored teas are also exceltent chill- 
ed summer drinks, the speaker ex- 
plained. 

She continued herb teas are an ex- 
cellent substitute for coffee’ and or- 
dinary tea, but some have medicinal 


properties that make them poten- 
tially dangerous. This is especially 
true if you drink them in large quan- 
tities or strong concentrations. 

Some ingredients in herbal teas 
vary with the part of the plant used, 
the growth stage at which the plant 
is harvested and the growing loca- 
tion. 

Be absolutely sure of the identify 
of the plant you harvest for use in an 
herbal tea. Senna pods or senna tea 
is a very strong laxative and tea 
made from the peeled bark of the 
sassafras root contains safrole, a 
liver enzyme inhibitor suspected of 
increasing the risk of cancer. 

Chamomile tea can adversely af- 
fect people with rag-week allergies, 
Burdock tea becomes toxic if 
steeped too long, and Alfalfa tea has 
a high vitamin K concenration and 
will counteract anti-coagulant 
drugs, Mrs. Meikamp said.

Currently, the only operating func- 
tions of SIUE housed at the Wagner 
Complex are programs of the 
department of art and design, and 
the university has planned since 1970 
to move the department to the main 
campus when space ¢ould be provid- 
ed. In the Fiscal Year 1986 budget 
recommendations, the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education has proposed 
planning money for a new building 
for this purpose on the central cam- 
pus.

THE WAGNER buildings were 
constructed during the 1890s when 
the industrial site was developed by 
the N. O. Nelson Co., a manufac- 
turer of plumbing fixtures. Wagner 
Electric Co. acquired'the plant in the 
1930s.

Tax tips 


Homeowners who sell or exchange 
a personal residence and postpone 
paying taxes on any gain from the 
sale must report the transaction in 
the year of the sale, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. 

The sale must be reported using 
the Form 2119, Sale or Exchange of 
Principal Residence, available by 
using the handy order blank in the 
tax package. If a taxable gain 
results, Scheduled (Form 1040), 
Capital Gains and Losses, must also 
be used. 

The IRS monitors the returns of 
taxpayers whose circumstances 





-Suggest a sale which should be 


reported, such as a return showing a 
change of address and a real estate 
deduction, but without the required 
form attached. 

Generally, the gain from the sale 
of a principal residence is not taxed 
at the time of sale if a more expen- 
sive replacement residence is pur- 
chased and occupied within 24 mon- 
ths before or after the sale of your 
home. 

The tax may be postponed, ac- 
cording to the IRS, but it is not 
forgotten. Any gain realized from 
the sale must be subtracted from the 
cost of ba of the replacement 
‘residence, thus lowering the basis of 
the replacement residence. In the 
long run, lowering the basis will in- 
crease the amount of gain that will 
result from the eventual sale of the 
replacement home. 

For example: A home is purchas- 
ed for $30,000 and sold for $40,000. 
The result is a gain of $10,000. A 
replacement residence is bought 
within 24 months for $50,000. The 
$10,000 gain from the first house 
must be subtracted for the basis of 
the new house ($50,000 minus $10,000 
equal $40,000). If the second house is 
eventually sold for $65,000 and not 
replaced, the owner must pay a tax 
on $25,000 ($65,000 minus $40,000), 
the combined gain from both homes. 
However, if the owner is at least 55 
years of age when the home is sold, 
he or she may be eligible to elect a 
special one-time exclusion of up to 
$125,000 of the gain. 

The IRS points out the sale.must 
be reported to establish a record of 
the current basis upon which taxes 
on the deferred gain can be figured. 

Additional information appears in 
the free IRS Publication 523, Tax In- 
formation on Selling Your Home, 
which is available by filling out the 
handy order blank, in your tax 
package or by calling the IRS 
Forms/Tax Information number 
listed in the telephone directory.

‘Multiple addictions can be difficult to overcome 


What may begin as the innocent 
use of a prescription drug for stress 
or insomnia can result in a harmful 
addiction, notes ‘a physician at 
Talbot Hall Chemical Dependency 
Unit of St. Elizabeth Medical Center. 
“Worse, when combined with 
alcohol or other drugs, the use of-a 
sedative or- transquilizer can be 
lethal,” hesaid. . 

Over half the prescription drugs 
most commonly préscribed in the 
United States contain at least one in- 
gredient that interacts adversely 
with alcohol, according to Dr. Nor- 
man Claybourn, medical director of 
Talbot Hall. Mixing drugs and 
alcohol accounts for more than 2,500 
deaths and 47,000 admissions to 
emergency rooms each year. 

“We hear about the celebrities 
who die from lethal overdoses of dif- 
ferent drugs taken in combination, 
but there are thousands more we 
never hear about, and some of their 
stories are tragic,” he said. 

More than half of all patients in 
chemical dependency treatment 
centers across the country are ad- 
dicted to alcohol as |well as one or 
more prescription drug, according 
to Dr, Claybourn. “‘When we add co- 
caine and other. street drugs to the 
prescription drugs, the cross- 
addiction rate with alcohol can rise 
as high as 80 percent,!’ he points out. 

Underscoring how multiple addic- 
tion is increasing, Claybourn cited a 
recent survey by Alcoholics 
Anonymous of its 653,000 members 
in. the United States and Canada 
which shows that dual addiction was 
reported by 79 percent of the total 
under-21 age group. Among all AA 
members, dual addiction increased 
from 24 percent to 31 percent when 
compared to AA’s 1980 survey. But 
the prevalence of drug addiction 
coupled with alcoholism rises to 
almost twice the 31 percent figure 
when AA’s data is examined by

The cross-addiction phenomenon 
is nothing new, according to Dr. 
Claybourn. ‘What is new are the 
high numbers of, people . who 
simultaneously abuse alcohol and 
other ‘hard’ drugs, especially co- 
caine. This is an extremely 
dangerous activity’ that can be: 
fatal,’’ he warns. 

Claybourn says that those who 
permanently recover from alcohol 
and drug addiction constitute a very 
small minority of the people who 
abuse these chemicals regularly. 


“One addiction is difficult enough to 
overcome,” he remarked. “When 
you increase the number of addic- 
tions — say to alcohol and a 
barituate, or alcohol and cocaine, 
the chances of voluntarily seeking 
treatment and recovery are 
significantly decreased.” : 
But there is good news, according 
to Claybourn. ‘‘We have been very 
successful in interrupting the drug. 
and alcohol abuse patterns of 
thousands through intervention.” In- 
tervention is a process in which 
family members, friends and others 
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Presenting.

Section 2: (a) No vehicle. 
shall be driven or moved,

water or other substance 
may be sprinkled on a 
street in cleaning or main- 
taining said street.

Price sued over refusal 
to seat representative 


Illinois Congressman Melvin 
Price (D-East St. Louis) has been 
named as a co-defendent in a federal. 
lawsuit charging that it is un- 
constitutional for him to deny more 
than’ 500,000 Indiana residents 
representation in Congress. Price 
was named in the suit filed in 
Washington last week by Republican 
Richard McIntyre. 

Price was named as a defendent, 
along with House Speaker Thomas 
“Tip” O'Neill, for voting to continue 
to block the swearing-in of McIn- 
tyre, who was certified the winner of 
the race in the Eighth District of In- 
diana by 34 votes and a recount in- 
creased his margin of victory to 418 
votes. 

“Rick Mcintyre is asking the 
federal court to prohibit Price and 
his colleagues from continuing to 
deny the people of Southern Indiana 
a voice in the House jof Represen- 


tatives,” said Joe Gaylord, ex- 
ecutive director of the National 
Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee. 

“The lawsuit is asking the court to 
force Price and the other Democrats 
to.admit Rick McIntyre to the House 
of Representatives while the House 
continues to examine the election. It 
is unconstitutional for Melvin Price 
and his colleagues to deny the people 
in Indiana a Representative in Con- 
gress. 

“There have been 81 other con- 
tested elections Since 1933 in which 
one person was certified as the win- 
ner. And in 81 of 81 times, the can- 
didate who had been certified the 
winner was seated while the House 
examined the election results. This 
time, however, Price and his 
Democrat colleagues abused their 
power as a majority, voting to leave 
the seat vacant,”’ Gaylord said.
